Inter Quarter ( after the Aſtronomers 
Account ) began the Eleventh of De- 
cember, 1678. at 8 of the Clock inthe morning, 
and continues till the Ioth, of arch this year 
1679 So that always the firſt part of;th* Aſtrono- 
mical Winter,is in one Politick year, & thelatter 
end thereofis in the other, At which time was the 
ſhorteſt day of the year, by reaſon of the Suns 
greateſt declination from the EquinoCtial Line. 
This Scafon of its owndiſpoſition, is known 
eo be cold and moiſt, contrary to the quality of 
the Summer; and in this quarter,the inward parts 
of Manarevery hot, and being healthful, may 
receive plenty of food, becauſe natural heat is 
now comforted, and is gone inward, and there 
increaſeth,and maketh digeſtion the better. 
How the Weather will be therein diſpoſed, is 
noted for each day throughout the Quarter. 
The Sickneſfes whereunto this Quarter is moſt 
enclined are Rhumes, Gouts, Puſhes, Sore-eys, 
Melancholy, Coughs, Catharrs, Sciatica's, Fal- 
ling-Sicknels, diſeaſes proceeding of Rottenneſs 
and corrupt Humours, with divers kind of Infir-

Year Aſtronomical) taketh always its begin- 
ing at the time of the Suns entrance into the firſt 
minure of che Solſtitial Sign Cancer, which is this 
year on Wedneſday the 11, of Zane, at 12 at 
Noon, at which time he makes his greateſt de- 
clination from the Equino@ial towards the 
North, and caufeth che longelt day, and ſhorteſt 
night in the year; and fo Summer holdeth on 
till the 12 of September following. 

In this Qua-ter the Stomach cannot dipeſt 
fuch hard Meats as it will in the Winter ſeaſon, 
for that natural hear is now diſtributed into 
the exterior parts, and man is not now ſo hot 
within as in Winter, 

As for the diſpoſition of the Weather, you 
may ſee in thedaily inclination, 

The Sickneſles at this time are Givers, as 
burning Agues, Plurifies, Frerfies, hot Apoſtumes, 
divers pains in the head, ſundry Inflammarions, 
and new |rfirmities, proceeding eſpecially of hor 
cholerick tumours, wherewich many-will be ſore 
moleſted.
